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(c) optionally, separating the PEGylated protein or analog thereof from non- 
PEGylated protein or analog thereof. 

48. A method of claim 47 wherein said polyethylene glycol molecule has a molecular 
weight of about 2 kDa to about 100 kDa. 

49. The PEGylated protein or analog thereof produced by the process of claim 47.
